CUT DOWN THE INCREASED TINPLATE 
DUTY. 


Therefore Wednesday he offered a little 

to reduce the duty on tinplate from 2.2 eents 
per pound, which is to be charged after July 
1, to 1 cent a pound, which was the old rate,

Will he take the trouble to consult those 
gentlemen and see whether they are of the 
same mind they were seven months ago? It 
is plain they have not embarked in the manu- 
facture of tinplate yet, but it would be worth 
while to know if they mean to do so at all. If 
not what is the use of retaining the high duty 
of which no American manufacturer will take 
advantage, but which will merely add so 
much to the expenses of the people? If Maj. 
McKinley's patriotic manufacturers have gone 
back on him he ought not to hesitate abou. 
lowering the duty. But there is no measuring 
the extent of the folly of which the Committee 
on Ways and Means may be guilty. It may 
be so furious over its repudiation by the peo- 
ple as to refuse to report back this or any 
other just measure. 

If Col. Taylor learns that the committee in- 
tends to sit on him his course is plain. He 
should offer a resolution ordering it to report 
back the bill and see if he cannot get votes 
enough to pass it. It must be remembered 
that a committee is not an autocrat; it is a 
servant of the House and must obey its 
orders. A handful of beaten politicians must 
not be allowed to stand in the way of the in- 
terests of their country and their party. 


GEN. M’CLURG ON COPYRIGHT. 

As Gen. McClurg has been one of the prime 
movers in securing the passage of the Inter- 
national Copyright law it is natural that he 
should come to its defense against the criti- 
eisms of its opponents. It will be admitted, 
however, by any unprejudiced reader that his 
defense is conservative, half-hearted, and 
largely sentimental. Evidently the bill as it 
passed the House, though it goes too fat to 
suit the people and Tun TnUxx, does not go 
far enough to suit Gen. McClurg. In Tan

The bill of the International Copyright League 
is part and parcel of the protective policy, 
which otherwise is fought so strenuously by 
the free-trade publishers. Its effect will be to 
shut out cheap books from the millions of 
readers who are unable to buy novels or copy- 
righted works at from $1 to $3. It will help 
the publishers and foreign authors. But as 
between the upper millstone of a public which 
can’t or won't buy at these prices and the 
lower millstone of the publishing monopoly, 
where will the American author come out? 


POWDERLY ON LABOR-SAVING MACHIN- 


T. 

It used to be the belief that Mr. Powderly, 
the head of the Knights of Labor, was a man 
of considerable intelligence, but few will be 
found to think so after reading the remarks 
made by him to the members of the Farmers’ 
Alliance during its session at Ocala. The 
report of his address says: 

He made a fiery attack upon the employment of 
labor-saving machinery, as defrauding workmen 
of the right to work. He was especially bitter 
against alielectric devices, declaring that capi- 
talists in their greed had even cornered God's 
wrath and compelled it to do their bidding. 

Imagine a man talking thus to an audience 
made up chiefly of Southern planters who, 
but for the cotton gin, instead of producing 
yearly eight million bales of cotton, would 
not grow half a million. It is owing to labor- 
saving inventions that the cotton-seed, which 
the planters used to throw away or burn up, 
has been converted into a commercial prod- 
uct which yields the South over $20,000,000 
yearly. Hydraulic cotton compressers, by re- 
ducing the bulk of the bale of cotton, whether 
shipped by sea or land, have lowered the ex- 
penses of transportation so much as to make 
a saving of from one to two cents a pound. 

Imagine the feelings with which the Western 
Alliance farmers from Kansas, Nebraska, and 
the Dakotas must have listened to the Chinese 
anti-labor-saving harangue of the head of the 
Knights of Labor. These men know that 
their farms would be valueless to them were it 
not for steel prairie plows, for twine-binding 
reapers, mowers, power thrashers and clean- 
ers, and scores of other implements, and— 
most umportant of all labor-saving devices—a 
well-equipped railway to carry the products of 
their farms to a distant market. 

It is knavish of Powderly to talk as he does 
when he knows that the labor-saving devices 
of the last half-century, by increasing the pro- 
ductive power of the workingman, have added 
50 per cent or more to wagesin this country 
and England, and nearly as much in Germany 
and France. They have increased the pur- 
chasing power of wages 50 per cent because of 
the greater cheapness of commodities caused 
by them. Therefore they have doubled fully 
the rewards of labor ‘while lessening the 
amount of toil required of the individual. 

These labor-saving machines which Mr. 


Powderly attacks have increased vastly the 


opportunities for labor. While agricultural 
implements have lessened the number of per- 
sons required to raise each thousand bushels 
of grain, thus enabling the farmer to grow his 
crops more cheaply, other labor-saving devices, 
by creating employment for hundreds of 
thousands of workmen, have swelled the popu- 
lation of cities and towns,and more than 
doubled the number of the consumers of the 
farmers’ products. 

The farmers and the planters owe every- 
thing to labor-saving machinery. It raises 
their crops and transports them to market. It 
furnishes them cheap goods—cheap clothing, 
hardware, tools, and groceries. But for labor- 
saving machinery the farmer’s wife would be 
toiling still at the ‘spinning-wheel and the 
loom. Such being the obligations of the tillers 
of the oil to machinery how can they fuse 
with Powderly and his bogus Knights, who 
by striking at machinery wish to make every- 
thing the farmer buys dearer, at the same 
time lessening the market for his products? 
If they had their way the farmer would have 
to throw away his reapers and mowers and be 
torced to go back to the scythe and the sickle, 
employing ten men where he now does one, and 
producing with the ten a hundredth part of 
what he does with the one—and his machinery. 
There should be nothing in the Knights with 
their policy of fomenting strikes and shorten- 
ing the hours and the efficiency of labor to at- 
tract the farmers or make them anxious to 
sleep under the same political blanket with 


them.

THE SANITARY TE ENGINEER 


The Sanitary Tr astees made a mistake 
when they elected Mr. Cooley as Chief En- 
gineer. While he was familiar to a certain 
extent with the work to be done and would 
have made a valuable t he had not 
the qualifications which ane putting him 
in general charge. The job was too big for 
him and overwhelmed him. As Gen. Mo- 
Clellan kept on accumulating men and sup- 
plies but could not be persuaded to move, so 
Mr. Cooley kept on hiring men and piling up 
data, but his employers were unable to get 
him to do anything. It is impossible to tell 
when, if suffered to remain in charge, he 
would have made a recommendation on which 
the trustees could have acted. 

The latter were elected nearly a year ago. 
About six months have passed since the Su- 
preme Court decided that the law under which 
they acted was good. In less than a month 
the Legislature will meet, and the valley 
members Will begin to ask why some step nas 
not been taken towards remedying the evils 
of which their ¢onstituente complain. It be- 
came necessary for the trustees, the men who 
will be held responsible if anything goes 
wrong, to remote Mr. Cooley, for with him 
as Chief Engineer it would be impossible to 
tell when the first — of earth would be 
dug. 

During the summer the trustees called on 
the engineer for a report to bo made within a 
hundred days which would enable them to 
locate the route of the drainage channel be- 
tween Chicago and Summit. There was no 
reason why it could not bedone. The terri- 
tory had been surveyed over and over again. 
The thorough work done by the United States 
engineers was at Mr. Cooley’ service. But 
that did not'suffice him, and the ground had 
to be all gone over again. The hundred days 
were up and nd report. A month’s grace was 
granted and no report, and a further respite 
was asked for till next summer. There is no 
certainty that it would be ready then were Mr. 
Cooley retained in office. He has stated that 
not a spadeful of earth would be thrown up 
till the spring of 1892. The trustees might 
have waited that long, but they had no reason 
to believe he would be ready to prepare speci- 
fications for contracts by that time, ; 

Mr. Cooley has been extremely tactless. He 
has let the trustees see plainly that he thought 
they knew nothing about engineering, and 
that it was his opinion that they should not 
give orders or make suggestions even, but let 
him go his own untrammeled way. That has 
not endeared him to them. He has shown an 
unwillingness to obe orders unbecoming a 
subordinate. He has spent more money than 
it was thought he was to use, and he has not 
shown his employers that they have had valne 
received for that money, These things might 
have been put up with had Mr. Cooley been 
an engineer of N ‘a reputation enjoymg 
the confidence off profession throughout 
the country. But as he was not, and as it be- 
came more and more evident to the trustees 
that he was simply piling up data and accu- 
mulating materials of which he never could 
make any use, but which would merely swamp 
him, they had nothing left to them but to re- 
move him before he wasted more of their 
time. 

It is understood that the trustees have se- 
cured the services of Gen. Newton as consult- 
ing engineer. He us aman whose ability no 
one will question. Who will take Mr. Cuoley’s 
place is not known, but itis possible that ar- 
rangements may be made for the detail of 
one of the able officers of the United States 
Engineer Corps. No time should be lost. 
however, in filling the position with some man 
in whom the trustees and the people may re- 
pose n confidence. 


THE SOUTH CAROLINA CRIME. 

The crime perpetrated by the Democrats in 
the Seventh South Carolina District and con- 
summated by the action of the Supreme Court 
of that State cannot be brought too frequently 
to the attention of the people of this country. 
A member of Congress, fairly and honestly 
elected by a large majority in an overwhelm- 
ingly Republican district, has been’ refused 
his certificate of election and his seat has been 
stolen by his Democratic opponent, who is no 
more entitled to it than a man in Oregon. 
This, therefore, is not a local crime but a Na- 
tional one. It is not so much a crime against 
the rights of the voters of the Seventh South 
Carolina District as it is one against the rights 
of the whole people of this country. It is a 
contemptuous disregard of the right of Con- 
gress to reguiate its own affairs, a nullifica- 
tion of the Federal law. If it is to be submit- 
ted to without protest and a determined effort 
to correct it and assert the power of the law, 
then the people of this country must be pre- 
pared to admit that honesty is not requisite in 
a Congressional election, and any Southern 
thief may break through and steal a seat in 
that body with impunity. 

The responsibility for the unseating of 
Elliott unfortunately reste with the Demo- 
cratie branch of the next Congress. Whether 
it will have the courage and manliness to re- 
sent the outrage perpetrated by the Demo- 
cratic outlaws in that district is extremely 
doubtful. No Southern Representative has 
expressed his disapproval yet. No Southern 
Senator, pending the discussion of the force 
bill, has risen in his place to denounce this 
crime, which is one of the strongest argu- 
ments for its passage, and which is a direct 
blow struck at the National sovereignty.

Home rule cannot be won for Ireland except 
through the codperation of England —0of the 
English Liberal masses. Nobody knows this 
better than Mr, Parnell. And yet he is stir- 
ring up that feeling of hate to serve his tem- 
porary and selfish purpose. Will it down at 
his command? 

Mr. Parnell perceives his difficulty and he 
is now mingling praises of Gladstone with his 
demagogue incitements to the mob to jeer at 
the great Englishman.. He even goes so far 
as to say that had Mr. Gladstone communi- 
cated with him before he was selected as 
Chairman of the Parliamentary party he 
would have retired. It was Mr, Parnell’s 
place to communicate with Mr. Gladstone. In 
his letter to Mr. Morley Mr. Gladstone says 
he expected such a communi¢ation. And the 
expectation was not without justification, be- 
cause in 1882, after the Phasnix Park murders, 
with which Mr. Parnell was certainly in no 
way connected and which he abhorred, he 
placed his resignation in Mr. Gladstone’s 
hands. This, it must be remembered, was be- 
fore Mr. Gladstone had taken up the home- 
rule cause and while Mr. Parnell and his fol- 
lowers were acting in opposition to the Glad- 
stone Government. 

But nobody believes Mr, Parnell would 
have retired had Gladstone spoken sooner. 
That may go down with the Dublin mob. It 
will hardly take with the Irish people. It cer- 
tainly will not be believed by impartial out- 
siders. 

Mr. Parnell knows quite well to what his 
present course is leading. If he should suc- 
ceed in carrying the Irish people with him by 
his demagogic appeals to their prejudices and 
passions home rule is impossible durmg this 
decade. The general election, on the result of 
which the Irish peasants have built such nmgh 
hopes, will go against the friends of Ireland, 
and, as Mr. McCarthy says, the Tories will go 
back with a fresh mandate.
